US admits electronic spying overstepped legal limits 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
National Security Agency 
spied on electronic conimum- 
cations between Americans 
in -a program that was later 
scrapped after a judge ruled it 
illeg^ in 2D1U US officials 
said Wednesday 

A senior official who 
spoke on condition of 


anonymity told rep orters that 
the surveillance collection 
was "a result of a technologi¬ 
cal problem .. .ratlier tlian any 
overreach by the NS A." 

Officials said the govern¬ 
ment had decided to declas¬ 
sify rulings from the Foreign 
Intelligence Surveillance 
Court, which reviews tlie le¬ 


gality of eavesdropping pro¬ 
grams. 

The court's opinions are 
usually top secret but the 
move to release the docu¬ 
ments came amid a firestorm 
over revelations of sweeping 
surveillance operations, fol¬ 
lowing bombshell disclosures 
firom a former US intelli¬ 


gence contractor, Edward 
Snowden. 

Officials said the court rul¬ 
ings had been declassified to 
b etter inform the pubhc ab out 
how lire eavesdropping pro¬ 
grams are carried out, and 
ftiat a mistake had occurred 
due to a technical problem 


and not an intentional inva¬ 
sion of privacy 

Tlie documents released 
show "the strong nature of 
the oversight of this pro¬ 
gram," the senior official 
said. 

Under the program ad¬ 
dressed by the court, tlie NS A 
had diverted a massive trove 
of international data flowing 
tlirough fiber-optic cables in 
the Umted States, purport¬ 
edly to sift through foreign 
communications. 

But the NS A proved un¬ 
able to separate out emails 
between Americans, and the 
agency may have been col- 
lectmg as many as 56,000 do¬ 
mestic communications 
every year, according to the 
Waslungton Post

wha worked with Snowden 
an tlie leaks. 

Miranda's law^’^ers said 
their application far an m- 


junction preventing autlion- 
ties from copying and shanng 
data from electronic devices 
seized during his detention 
will be heard at the High 
Court on Tliursday. 

The left-liberal Guardian's 
editor Alan P.usbridger has 
claimed he was ordered to 
destroy some of the newspa¬ 
per's classified Snowden files 
during a shadowy visit from 
a senior government official 
a month ago. 

The government con¬ 
firmed on Wednesday that tlie 
official sent to the Guardian 
was Cabinet Secretary Je¬ 
remy Heywood, a politically 
neutral civil servant who is 
Cameron's most senior policy 
advisor.

FORT MEADE (AFF^ - Wik¬ 
iLeaks source Bradley Man¬ 
ning kept Ins composure 
Wednesday when he was sen¬ 
tenced to 35 years and com¬ 
forted his own legal team 
when tliey broke down in 
tears, his lawyer said. 

David Coombs, tlie civil¬ 
ian who led Mamniig's team, 
said his client was stoic but 
he and other lawyers cried 
when they gathered in private 
soon after the judgment was 
read out. 

"Myself and otliers were 
in tears, because tins means a 
lotto us," Coombs said 

He said Manning looked 
at him and said: "It's OK It's 
all nght, don't worry about it 
I knowyou didyourbest It's 
OK I'm gonna be OK. I'm 
gonna get tlnough this." 

Coombs added: ■I'm in a 
position where my client is 
cheenng me up. That should¬ 
n't happen,, but he is a re- 
sili ent y oun g m an. I f no tiling 
else, he is resilient, for sure." 

Coombs's remarks came at 
a press conference near the 
Fort Meade military base 
where Manning was tried, 
convicted and finally sen¬ 
tenced. 

Tlie lawyer confirmed tliat 
next week he would b egiii tlie 
process of seeking a presi¬ 
dential pardon for the soldier 


President Barack Obama, 
Coombs said, should "at the 
very least commute his sen¬ 
tence to time served.' 

"This fight IS not over. My 
representation of him at a 
court martial may end but my 
representation of him in en¬ 
suring that he one day, and 
one day very soon, walks out 
of Fort Leavenworth has only 
just begun,'" said Coombs of 
Manning.

Syria opposition says 1,300 dead 
in chemical attacks by army 


BEIRUT (AFP) - Syna's 
mam opposition group ac¬ 
cused the government of 
'massacnng'" mare than 
1,300 people in chemical 
weapons attacks near Damas¬ 
cus on Wednesday, prompt¬ 
ing demands far an 
immediate UN inquiry. 

Tlie accusation, which 
was strongly denied by Dam¬ 
ascus, came as a team of UN 
inspectors was in Syria to 
probe previous allegations of 
chemical weapons stnkes 
levelled against both sides 
dunng the 2 9-month confiict. 

Western governments de¬ 
manded immediate access far 
the inspectors ta investigate 
the new allegations Russia, a 
langstandiiig ally of the

"Because of tlieir needs, 
many unemployed women ai'e 
easily taken in by drug traffick¬ 
ing lings," said Minny Bravo, 
head of tlie anti-dnig unit 
known as Dirandro at Lima air¬ 
port. 


Colonel Tito Peres, overall 
director of Dirandro, said dmg 
gangs tend to prefer attractive 
young women, althougli this is 
not always tlie case 

In Spain, tiaffickers offer 
people between 5,000 and 
7,000 euros to bnng drugs to 
tliat country, according to the 
Peruvian police. 

In Peru they are known as 
"mulas" or mules. Tliey come 
as tounsts, and traffickers pay 
for tlieir lodgings and return 
tickets so as to have them under 
tlieir control, said a police 
source wlio ret^uested 
anonymity. 

At least 34S foreigners, d3 of 
tliem Spamai'ds, were arrested 
last year at Lima airport tiying 
to smuggle drugs to tlie US, Eu¬ 
rope or Asia, tlie Dirandro 
agency says. 

Last year marked the fust 
time tliat Spanish mules out¬ 
numbered Peruvian ones.

Quake rattles 
Mexice resort 

ACAPULCO (AFP) - A 
Strong earthqtiake and 
several aftershocks rat¬ 
tled southern Mexico on 
Wednesday, collapsing 
eight homes while forcing 
schools, hot^s and hospi¬ 
tals to evacuate in the P a- 
cific resort of Acapulco. 

The e.O-magnitude 
earthquake swayed build¬ 
ings as far away as Mex¬ 
ico City, prompting 
evacuations, but authori¬ 
ties said no damage or in¬ 
juries were reported in the 
megalopolis. 

The temblor struck as 
people prepared to head 
to work and schooi, with 
its epicenter located 17 
kilometers (10 miles] west 
of thetown of San Marcos 
in the southern state of 
Guerrero, the National 
Seismology Center said. 

The earthquake was fol¬ 
lowed by eight after¬ 
shocks, the strongest 
reaching 5.e2-magnitude 
strength some 14 kilome¬ 
ters northeast of Aca¬ 
pulco, where hillside 
boulders rolled into a 
street and some hotel fa¬ 
cades showed cracks 
while tourists poured into 
the streets. 

Authorities reported 
damage at five hospitals 
and three schools but of¬ 
ficials did not report in¬ 
juries and Guerrero 
Governor Angel Aguirre 
said there were no fatali¬ 
ties. Classes were sus¬ 
pended and some 200 
patients were evacuated 
from the hospitals. 

Mexico City is 440 kilo¬ 
meters north of San Mar¬ 
cos, but the capital can 
sense distant earthquakes 
because it lies on muddy 
soil from drained lakes. 

An 3.1 -m agnitude earth¬ 
quake in 1985 left 3J00 
people dead in the capital, 
according to official fig¬ 
ures, though civil groups 
say more than 20,000 
died.

Scientists find another flu 
virus in Chinese chickens 


PARIS (AFP) - S dentists studying HTN9 bird flu vinjs 
that has killed more than 40 people since March said 
they had discovered another H7-type virus lurking in 
chickens in China. Dubbed HTN7, the virus was able to 
infect mammals in a lab experim ent said the team, warn¬ 
ing H7 viruses "may pose threats beyond the current 
outbreak". 'The continuing prevalence of 117 viruses in 
poultry could lead to the generation of highly pathogenic 
variants and further sporadic human infections," they 
wrote in the Journal Nature. According to the World 
Health Organisation (WHO), there have been 135 con¬ 
firmed cases of people contracting H7N9 bird flu, of 
whom 44 died. All the cases were in China, except for 
one in Taiwan. Earlier this month, Chinese scientists re¬ 
ported the first likely case of direct person-to-person 
transmission, but stressed the H7N9 virus, which Jumps 
from birds to people, was not yet able to spread easily 
between humans. The new work points to yet another 
viral threat. H7N7 spreads easily in birds. It caused one 
human death and more than 80 cases of mild disease in 
the Netherlands in 2003. Strains of the H€, H7 and H9 
avian influenza subtypes have caused human infections, 
mainly following direct contact with infected poultry. 
None of the strains have mutated to become easily trans¬ 
missible from person to person - the epidemtologisfs 
nightmare.

Facebook chief in bid to widen giobai internet access 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Facebook founder Mark 
Zuckerberg unveiled a cam¬ 
paign Wednesday with global 
teclmology giants to connect 
billions of people worldwide 
who lack access to tlie Internet. 

The project is entitled Inter¬ 
net, org audits goal IS to extend 
Internet access to five billion 
people by cutting the cost of 
smartphone-based Internet 
services in developing coun¬ 
tries. 

"Tilere is no guarantee that 
most people will ever have ac¬ 
cess to the Internet. It isn't 
going to happen hy itself," 


Zuckerberg, the 25-year-old 
billionaire founder of the pop¬ 
ular social network said in a 
statement. 

Other partners in tire proj ect 
are Finland-based Nokia, Swe¬ 
den's Ericsson, Samsung of 
Soutli Korea, US-based Qual¬ 
comm, MediaTek of Taiwan 
and Norway's Opera. US- 
based social networks Twitter 
and Linked In are also due to 
sign up. 

Today some 2.7 hiUiDn peo¬ 
ple, just over a tliird of the 
world's population, have ac¬ 
cess to the Internet, and the 
number of new users is grow¬ 


ing only slowly each yeai; or¬ 
ganizers said. 

“Tlie goal of Intemet.org is 
to make Internet access avail¬ 
able to the two-tiiirds of tlie 
world who are not yet con¬ 
nected, and to bnng the same 
opportunities to everyone that 
tlie connected durd of the 
world has today," tliey said in 
a statement. 

Tlie seven founding parhiers 
are going to develop joint proj - 
ects, share knowledge and mo¬ 
bilize governments and 
industry to hniig the world on¬ 
line. 

Specifically they want to 


simplify mobile apps to make 
them more efficient and im¬ 
prove telephone components 
and networks so they perform 
better while consuming less 
energy. 

They also want to develop 
lower-cost, higher-quality 
smartphones and paitnerships 
to more broadly deploy Inter¬ 
net access inunderseived com- 
mumties. 

Zuckerberg insistedm an in¬ 
terview with CNN tlrat tlie 
project was not simply amied 
ait generating more customers.

Fed chief Ben 
Bernanl^e announced that tliey 
expected to begin cutting the 
bond purchases sometime late 
tins year' aud wind up the pro- 
gi'am in total by inid-3014^ as 
long as tlie economy kept im¬ 
proving. 

That timeline was left in 
place after the July FOMC 
meeting. 

But tlie minutes to the meet¬ 
ing revealed an ongoing lenta- 
tivenesE about that 
commitnienl, rooted in a diver¬ 
gence of opinions on how 
strong economic gi'owtli is 

The 13 FOMC voting mem¬ 
bers and five alternates were 
"generally" confident in fore¬ 
casts that the economy would 
pick up speed later tins yeai' 
and accelerate in 3014. 

But "a number" were war¬ 
ned tlial gov eminent spending 
cuts could hold back growtli, 
and that higher interest rates -- 
from market exp eel ah on s iliat 
tighter money condihons are 
indeed nigh -- will dampen tlie 
rebound in the housing indus¬ 
try. 

Moreover, some questioned 
what tlie recent fail in tlie un¬ 
employment rate said about 
tlie sttengtii of the j obs market.

NDS: IF SOMEONE 

ASKED YOU WHY THEY

what I did for twenty-five year’s 
of die Oprah show.

OW: What I was doing dur¬ 
ing all those years ofinterview- 
ing and still do as an 
interviewer, is to try to remove 
myself and really suri’ender to 
wherever that person IS Justre- 
cendy I mterviewed Lmdsay 
Lohan And I do this for aU im¬ 
portant interviews, before I 
start an inteiview, I ask die per¬ 
son off camera, tell me what 
your intention is, because I am 
the person who can fulfill that 
intention. I don’t want you to 
walk away firom die interview 
saying what you should have 
sad, and you didn't ask me dns 
and what 1 really wanted,, so if 
I really know what you wand I 
can h est help you get it.
